The Cairo Messenger points out that 
County and State roads suffered equal 
damage, but says that “in less than a year 
most of our county roads and bridges were 
repaired, and to say the least ,of it, were 
put in a passable condition. Most of the 
other counties throughout the State have 
done likewise.”

What the Messenger terms “TWO VERY 
dangerous bridges” (capitals theirs) re- 
main in Grady County. One is over Tired 
Creek on State Highway 111 and the other

How the Small Farmer 


How can the small farmer stay in the 
cotton market in the face of increasing 
mechanization which gives large land- 
holders a considerable advantage? 

That question was answered by Rep. 
Harold D. Cooley, of North Carolina, 
Chairman of the House Agricultural Com- 
mittee, in a speech delivered at Savannah 
the other day. 

Small farmers, said Rep. Cooley, can 
stay in the cotton picture if they will pool 
their resources and buy mechanized 
equipment on a co-operative basis. West- 
' ern grain farmers have been doing this 
for years. It has proved the salvation of 
the small farmer in that region and there 


is over Gin Greek on State Highway 93. 
Both are makeshift bridges hurriedly 
thrown up temporarily to replace those 
damaged beyond repair by high waters a 
year ago. They have remained in the 
same unsafe condition ever since. 

A number of accidents have occurred 
at both.

Pact May Depend on Arms Costs 


WASHINGTON—The dilemma that is delaying precise announcement of a program for United 
States arms aid to Europe was clearly indicated in two official pronouncements this week. Gen. Omar 
Bradley, Army Chief of Staff, speaking as he said at the request of the State Department, declared 
that “a military assistance program is obviously an essential sequel to the (North Atlantic Defense) 


Pact.” 


Asserting that the State Department will announce next week the details of its plan for re- 


armament of Europe, Bradley said he knew “of no other expenditure that can produce greater security 
at a more reasonable cost than investment in a timely defense of the borders of Western Europe.” 


Just about the time Gen. Bradley was speak- 
ing, however, Edwin G. Nourse, Chairman of the 
President’s Council of Economic Advisers, cau- 
tioned against increase in military expenditures. 
Asserting that the sudden addition of $3,000,000,- 
000 in military appropriations last Spring touched 
off “a new burst of inflation,” Dr. Nourse said 
that Congress must “weigh every defense au- 
thorization against the President’s call for sub- 
stantial tax increases.” 


It has been believed for some time that Dr. 
Nourse was on the verge of resigning because 
President Truman disregarded his advice-against 
both increase in taxes and any accelerated arms 
program that would make tax increase necessary. 


Democrats in Congress are bitterly split 
on this issue. Fiscal Committee Chairmen 
ef both the House and Senate. Rep. Robert 
L. Doughton, Democrat, North Carolina, and 
Sen. Walter F. George, Democrat, Georgia, 
have set themselves to block any tax in- 
crease. Sen. George, as senior member of 
the Foreign Relations Committee, is very 
close to assembling enough votes—in the 
Committee and the Senate as a whole—to 
beat the European armament plan and cut 
down other appropriations to the extent nec- 
essary to balance the budget without tax 
increase. — 


Chiefly, George and Doughton are moved by 
the same notion impelling Dr. Nourse—that the 
United States domestic economy would be dis- 
advantageously affected by either diversion of 


: 


more industrial production to military purposes 
or increased taxes. 

Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg, Republican, 
Michigan, meanwhile has been warning that 
while most of the Republican Senators favor the 
North Atlantic Defense Pact, the bulk of them 
are unwilling to vote for ratification of it until 
the collateral arms supply issue is settled. 

Senators recall that some $2,000,000,000 worth 
of military equipment supplied to Chiang Kai- 
shek has fallen mostly into the hands of Chinese 
Communists. They wonder if the same might not 
happen to arms supplied to Italy or France. 


Others argue, along with John Foster 
Dulles, that a large increase in armed forces 
close to Russia’s border is the one thing like- 
ly to proveke early outbreak of war. And 
if American arms supply is to consist of no 
more than filling up the gaps in equipment 
of existing division, it is held not enough to 
scare Russia off if she is minded to war.

I’ll buy what Pravda has to say. It’s purest 
if shaslick, of course, but still, I'll buy it. Pravda, 
| which is the newspaper mouthpiece of the So- 

viets, is out deriding Winston Churchill, one of my favorite persons. 

That part doesn’t matter. He has been derided before. By Hit- 
ler, along with others. What I am buying is the fact that Pravda 
isn’t rattling swords, or talking about atom bombs, but about peace. 
Last October Stalin was asked about “efforts to create a third war.” 
Stalin replied: “This can end only in disgraceful failure of the in- 
stigators of the new war.” 


Pravda With that as his theme, David Zaslavsky, the political 
hatchetman for Pravda, tore into Mr. Churchill thus: 


/ 

“Churchill, main instigator of a new war, has already suc- 
ceeded in losing the confidence of ‘his nation and of the demo- 
cratic forces of the whole world. The same fate awaits other 
warmongers. Too fresh in the memory of the people are the 
horrors of the recent war and too great are the social forces 
supporting the people for Churchill’s pupils in the science of 
aggression to conquer them and turn them toward a new 
war.” 


Zaslavsky made it plain that nothing in the-events since 
then, including the: new Churchill address and the signing 
of the Atlantic Pact had challenged that evaluation of the 
world situation by the Soviet leader. Thus, despite the warn- 

-ings which thunder from the Soviet press daily concerning 
the intentions of, the Atlantic Pact sponsors, Zaslavsky em- 
phasized the confidence of the Soviet people that efforts to 
maintain peace will be successful. He presented Churchill 
as a broken lance bearer in the service of a capitalist con- 
spiracy against the Soviet Union—a man repudiated by the 
people of his own country and able to obtain an audience 
for his views only in America. 


“Churchill, ill-fated knight of gloomy visage, once more 
amused the curious Americans with his anti-Soviet hysterics,” 
said Zaslavsky. 


Curious Well, as I said, that’s all right. We curious Americans 

(and we are curious to Europeans) didn’t regard Mr. 
Churchill as hysterical. He made a lot of sense to us. And he 
comforted us, too, in a way. 

Also, we know that since the secret of the atom bomb is no 
secret (and there is no defense), the Russians will have it in two 
to five years. But they won’t have it until they explode one. When 
So, we'll know 
when they do have it. 

Meanwhile, we can work away at assisting the unions and 
schools to get rid of Communists and we can make sure the white 
light of publicity is put upon them. And kept there. 

I sort of liked what Pravda had to say. 

If the Soviets think efforts to bring about world peace will 
succeed, then I’ll buy that. In fact, if they would be willing, I'd 
be eager to let the issue be decided by an oratorical contest between 
Stalin and Churchill with winner take all. 

Let the Soviets keep talking peace. I think it’s wonderful.

McCloy To Get Clay's Post? 


Stewart Alsop is en route to Japan, China and Southeast Asia.

WASHINGTON—Since the rule seems to be that all the really 
able men of the Roosevelt administrations must now be exiles 
from government, it is pleasant to be able to report an exception. 
World Bank President John J. McCloy was one of the two or three 
best of the Rooseveltian wartime crop. He has just been offered 
and has refused one significant place, and will probably shortly 
be offered, and this time may accept, another. 

The place offered and refused was that of Under Secretary of 
the Defense Department. The second services unification bill cre- 
ates this post; and although he is of course to be subordinate to 
the Defense Secretary, the Under Secretary of Defense will possess 
as much influence and stature as most actual members of the 
Cabinet. 

It is understandable that having served in a roughly similar 
relationship with Henry L. Stimson, McCloy should not have 
wished repeat the experience with another chief whom he 
would always be comparing to one of the few genuinely great 
Americans. Yet it is too bad that McCloy refused, now that he has 
successfully finished the task of launching the World Bank.

e : t On the other hand, it is immensely encouraging that 
ontrac McCloy should have been Defense Secretary Louis 
A. Johnson’s first choice for his principal helper. It contrasts with 
Johnson’s employment in a confidential capacity of Colonel Louis 
Renfrow, an ex-dentist Legion politician who has recently been 
doing odd jobs around the office of the President's bumbling mili- 
tary aide, Maj. Gen. Harry Vaughan. 

Johnson wanted McCloy although he hardly knew him, ex- 
cept by reputation. He wanted him so badly, moreover, that he 
positively pestered the President and the men around him, to get 
Truman to persuade McCloy to accept. And these facts suggest 
that although Johnson clearly has what may be called his Vaughan 
side, he is also entering upon his vast new responsibilities with a 
sound appreciation of their immeasurable importance. He is an 
undoubtedly able man, and if the McCloy side of Johnson that has 
now been revealed is to control his Vaughan side, all will be well. 
Tiff Concurrently, while this minor Washington drama was 

being played out, another was also going on. Gen. Lucius 
D. Clay submitted the last of many requests to be relieved as 
Military Governor of Germany as a result of Secretary of the 
Army Kenneth Royall's visit to Berlin at Christmas. Clay is a hot- 
tempered man, and having been treated by Royall with calcu- 
lated arrogance, he asked for relief immediately. His request came 
very nearly being approved forthwith by the President, but Sec- 
retary of State Dean G. Acheson caught wind of what was afoot 
almost at the moment when he was taking over his new office. 

The plan to relieve Clay included the much larger project to 
transfer responsibility for German administration from the De- 
partment of the Army to the State Department. Considering he 
had enough troubles already, Acheson pressed for a delay, and 
Clay was requested to stay on, at least until the late Spring. This 
much he agreed to do, It is now probable that he will leave Ber- 
lin in July, if possibile after the establishment of a West German 
Government 


N j MeClay will then replace Clay, if the State Depart- 
ominee ment hae ite way, and if McCloy can be induced to 
accept the appointment, Heth “ifs” are sizeable. McCloy does not 
wish to leave the World Bank except in safe hands, and having 
nearly bankrupted himself in government service in wartime, he 
would like te return to hia extremely profitable law practice. Then 
too, the President warmly admires Averell Harriman, correctly 
feels great obligations to him, and has had him rather than McCloy 
in mind as Clay's replacement. None the less, at this writing, the 
nominee seems quite likely to be McCloy. 

No better outcome than the appointment of either McCloy or 
Harriman could be easily imagined. Gen, Clay has been the victim 
of as much malicious and } hony: propaganda as any government 
official in recent years—which is saying a great deal. His quick 
grasp of his problem, and his driving energy, have enabled him 
to save the situation in Germany. He has rendered this country 
invaluable service, At the same time, in a certain sense he has now 
expended himself, because he has had to quarrel with so many 
different people in order to rescue Germany from its postwar 
condition as a hideous, death-ridden slum. 

The logical moment for a changeover to civil administration in 
Germany will also come shortly, if Sec. Acheson has agreed on a 
German policy with the British and French Foreign Ministers, 
Bevin and Schuman, in Washington. Probably part of their plan 
for setting up 21 West German Government will be to recall all the 
military governors simultaneously, which will also have the happy 
effect of retiring Gen. Pierre Koenig from, the German scene. 
Making the new setup work will still be a mean assignment. But 
at least if McCley is given the assignment, he must be regarded as 
a human personificatien of Emerson’s mythical better mousetrap.

Too Late Now To Turn Back 


WASHINGTON—Nobody is throwing hats in air over the Atlantic Pact, or 


showing signs of elation. 


It is rather a grim business, at best. 


It has none of the 


inspiration that might accompany an offensive for peace, but is, on the contrary, 


defensive, negative, and thus a reminder of war rather than peace. 
ly, the natural effect is one of depression. 


Consequent- 
It was by accident, and not design, 


that the pact was signed just two days before the anniversary of our entrance into World War I 
and on that anniversary, which is Army Day, the troops as usual marched down Capitol Hill and 


across the city in parade. 
ance. 


But this was symbolic. 
They reflected an atmosphere of concern which the pact, itself, signifies. 


The crowds which watched manifested,no exuber- 
We have seen too 


many parades in recent yéars, and we are beginning to see the ghosts that march along with the 


smart-stepping young men. 


Our people, by contrast, did get excited 
over the United Nations and its creation, for 
that was hope personified. It perhaps was 
oversold, to borrow the salesman’s phrase, 
but the people wanted so much to believe in 
it and see it work. We are in the letdown 
stage from hopes raised too high, though 
en higher than we were entitled to have them 
raised. 


Events, themselves marching relentlessly in 
something like military precision, have brought 
us to this day and hour. They culminated in the 
signing of the pact and undoubtedly that will end 
in ratification in due time by the Senate. 

It is too late to turn back, for every step has 
led to this result, and there is no retracing now. 
Whether they were all in the right direction, or 
all in the wrong direction, or mixed, history only 
can tell, and not too many of us will be around 
for that. . 

The great danger at this time is resignation. 
The thing to do is not to fold the hands, but to 
make the most of the accomplished fact, to: turn 
it, if possible, into the best that can be made of 
it in the interests of peace. We have got to go 
somewhere from here and it should be forward, 


not backward.» We have been told that success. 


of the pact depends upon the spirit in which we 
accept it, ‘and that it must be accepted in the 
spirit of peace. That is more important than 
might appear at the first glance. '

that direction: 

1. The project sponsored by former Justice

pact into a real Atlantic union of the democra- 
cies from which there might be built up in time 
a world union on world government. Their idea 
is that this, of itself, would be a real union, a 
world government in miniature, to which the na- 
tions included would yield up some part of their 
sovereignty. This project is being presented to 
Congress for approval as a complement to the 
Atlantic Pact. 

While this seems a compromise, half a loaf, 
it does look forward, even if it looks forward 
again from where we were at San Francisco four 
years ago, a sort of beginning again. But begin- 
ning again is better than standing still. 


2. The movement developing in Congress 
to defeat the Administration’s proposal to 
supply arms to the nations of Western Europe. 
Sponsors of this movement would stop with 
the pact, itself, as guarantee of our firm in- 
tention to go to the aid of Western Europe 
if attacked. They regard the arms venture 
as dangerous, on the theory—well-founded in 
human nature and psychology—that putting 
guns in the hands of countries circling Rus- 
sia and shoving them, almost literally, in her 
face, would be an inciting act antl of such a 
sort, as John Foster Dulles put it, that we 
would not tolerate if done to nations on our 
borders. 


Skepticism about the arms venture is shared 
also by such internationalist leaders as Sens. 
Vandenberg, Republican, Michigan, and George, 
Democrat, Georgia, both staunch advocates of the 
pact as of every other international co-operative 
venture since the war. 

They deserve the support of the American 
people.
